duty, if he volunteered. Of tlie edi- 
tors who denounce woman suffrage, 
only about one in four could himself 
carry a musket; while, of the lawyers 
who fill congress, tlic majority could 
not be defenders of their country, but 
could only be defended. And it must 
be remembered that even these sta- 
tistics very imperfectly represent the 
case. They do not apply to the whole 
male sex, but to tiie picked portion 
only, tlie men presumed to he of mil- 
itary age." 


^Neither is it proposed to disfran- 


chise men past the age for military 
service. These arc often among our 
wisest voters; but 
they are 
not 


wanted in the field, even if they have 
the advantage of military experience. 
As General Eosser. an old Confeder- 
ate ollicer, bluntly expressed it the 
other day, "Young men are what we 
need for officers, soldiers and scamen- 
not rheumatic, deaf and blind major 
generals, wlio can not drill a squad 
without a prompter, or mount a horse 
without a ladder.''
